The  Peace  To  Follow 
World  War 

Professor  Max  Lerner,  prominent,  liberal, 
author,  editor  and  teacher,  will  discuss  latest 
international  developments  and  the  peace  to 
which  they  are  likely  to  lead  at  the  Friday 
evening  service  of  March  28.  Dr.  Lerner’s 
talk  will  be  under  the  auspices  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Adult  Education. 

Author  of  It  is  Later  Than  You  Think 
and  Ideas  Arc  Weapons ,  Dr.  Lerner  has  in 
recent  years  gained  wide  repute  as  one  of 
our  outstanding  political  thinkers  and  writers. 
In  his  books,  Professor  Lerner  described  the 
perils  facing  democracy  and  called  upon 
Americans  to  unite  to  defend  and  preserve 
our  way  of  living. 

Professor  Lerner  resigned  from  his  post 
as  editor  of  The  Nation,  liberal  weekly,  to 
become  Professor  of  Government  at  Williams 
College.  He  has  also  taught  at  Sarah  Law¬ 
rence  College  and  at  Harvard. 


Salvaging  European 
Jewish  Youth 

On  Friday  evening,  March  21,  Miss  Gisela 
Warburg,  Co-Chairman  of  National  Youth 
Aliyah  and  member  of  the  National  Board 
of  Hadassah,  will  address  the  congregation 
on  the  theme,  “Salvaging  European  Jewish 
Youth.” 

Miss  Warburg  has  for  some  years  been 
dealing  with  the  problems  of  readjusting  the 
unfortunate  Jewish  boys  and  girls  of  Cen¬ 
tral  Europe,  preparing  them  for  settlement 
in  Palestine.  In  Germany  she  was  head  of  the 
Judische  Jungendhilfe.  She  continued  her 
activities  for  some  time  in  England  and  for 
the  past  two  years  has  been  one  of  the 
leading  spirits  in  the  Youth  Aliyah  pro¬ 
gram  in  America.  She  has  visited  Palestine 
on  several  occasions  to  observe  and  study 
the  resettlement  work  at  close  range.

Encouraged  by  the  success  of  the  Com¬ 
munal  Seder  which  it  conducted  both  for  its 
own  membership  and  for  affiliates  of  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  the  Emigre  Group 
will  once  again  offer  a  public  Seder  on  the 
first  night  of  Passover,  which  this  year  will 
be  Friday  evening,  April  11.  The  price  per 
plate  will  be  $2  and  since  reservations  are 
limited  to  100,  any  reader  of  The  Scroll 
who  wishes  to  attend  must  make  his  arrange¬ 
ments  as  promptly  as  possible.  Reservations 
can  be  affected  by  communicating  with  Rabbi 
Erwin  Zimet  at  the  Synagogue. 

All  the  foregoing  arrangements  are,  of 
course,  contingent  upon  the  receipt  of  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  60  reservations.  The  next  issue  of 
The  Scroll  will  indicate  whether  or  not 
that  number  has  been  received  and  whether 
or  not  therefore  the  public  Seder  will  be 
given.  In  the  light  of  that,  reservations  must 
be  in  by  Monday,  March  24. 

Last  year’s  Seder  was  a  joyous,  heart¬ 
warming  affair.  Despite  the  limited  charge, 
a  fine  meal  was  served,  all  the  appurtenances 
of  the  Passover  were  included,  and  a  spirit 
of  cordiality  and  happiness  engendered. 

This  year  at  the  Communal  Seder  the 
new  Reconstructionist  Haggadah  will  be 
used.

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New  Haggadah 
Goes  On  Sale 

Rabbi  Steinberg  wishes  to  call  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  congregation  to  a  splendid  con¬ 
tribution  toward  home  observance  in  the 
form  of  the  new  Haggadah  which  is  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Reconstructionist  Foundation. 
This  Haggadah,  which  represents  the  com¬ 
posite  work  of  Professor  Mordecai  Kaplan, 
and  Rabbis  Eugene  Kohn  and  Ira  Eisenstein, 
is  intended  to  lend  to  the  Seder  service  that 
note  of  relevancy  and  timeliness  which  the 
Shir  Hadash  contributes  to  our  own  High 
Holyday  worship. 

The  essentials  of  the  traditional  text  are 
present,  both  in  Hebrew  and  in  English 
translations,  but  added  to  them  are  respon¬ 
sive  readings,  prayers  and  meditations  which 
set  the  ancestral  concept  of  freedom  into  re¬ 
levance  with  the  modern  scene.  The  whole 
booklet  is  attractively  produced  and  thorough¬ 
ly  useful  even  for  those  who  are  not  overly 
familiar  with  the  traditional  Seder.  Copies 
are  60  cents  each. 

Persons  who  plan  to  have  Sedarim  at  their 
homes  and  who  are  discontented  with  any  of 
the  more  conventional  Haggadahs  (Rabbi 
Steinberg  insists  that  almost  everyone  is), 
may  procure  this  new  version  by  communi¬ 
cating  with  Mrs.  Milton  Heller  or  Miss 
Gertrude  Robinson  at  the  Synagogue  office.

Bergson's  Philosophy

A  Specimen  Passage  From 
The  New  Haggadah 

The  Pharaoh  of  the  Pesah  story  was  not 
just  a  cruel  king  who  happened  to  live  at  a 
certain  time,  in  a  certain  country.  The 
Pharaoh  about  whom  we  read  in  the  Bible 
was,  of  course,  such  a  king.  But  the 
Pharaoh  that  our  ancestors  pictured,  each  and 
every  year,  for  century  after  century,  when 
Pesah  was  celebrated,  was  more  than  one 
man :  he  was  for  them  every  tyrant,  every 
cruel  and  heartless  ruler  who  ever  enslaved 
the  men,  women  and  children  of  his  country. 

For  our  forefathers,  Pharaoh  was  the 
symbol  of  all  those  tyrants  who  ever  acted 
as  though  they  were  gods,  and  whose  will  had 
to  be  obeyed  without  question,  on  penalty  of 
death  or  torture. 

And  that  is  why  Pesah  means  more  than 
that  first  emancipation  the  Israelites  won  from 
Pharaoh  when  they  left  Egypt.  It  means  the 
emancipation  the  serfs  in  the  Middle  Ages 
won  from  their  overlords;  the  freedom  the 
slaves  won  from  their  masters;  the  freedom 
the  common  people  of  countries  won  when 
their  kings  were  overthrown ;  it  means  the 
guarantee  of  the  sacred  rights  of  life,  liberty 
and  the  pursuit  of  happiness. 

The  first  emancipation  was  thus  only  a 
foreshadowing  of  all  the  emancipations  that 
were  to  follow,  and  which  will  yet  follow 
in  the  days  to  come.  The  victory  over  the 
first  Pharaoh  reminds  us  that  the  time  will 
come  when  all  the  Pharaohs  of  the  world 
will  be  vanquished,  when  right  will  con¬ 
quer  might,  when  God  alone  will  rule  over 
men,  and  all  men  will  be  brothers.
